Plan for Downtown Appleton 


A dramatic and yet plausible master 


plan for downtown Appleton was unveiled 
this week by the planning consultants en- 
gaged by the city. But just as important 
were the words of advice to city officials 
and downtown business people uttered by 
Malcom Drummond, that implementation 
of the plan should be pushed with all de- 
liberate speed in order to preserve and im- 
prove the downtown tax base for the bene- 
fit of the entire city. 


The plan would provide free access to 


the downtown business area for both vehic- 
ular and pedestrian traffic, and would con- 
Biderably add to the city's supply of off- 
street parking. The rebuilding of College 
Avenue and grouping of retail businesses 
around pedestrian malls would be tied in 
with development of a civic center in 
Jones Park, including a facility the city 
badly needs, an auditorium and convention 
center. 


Some may comment that it sounds fine 


but we'll never do it because it costs too 
much money. But they miss the whole 
point of the plan. Many of these develop- 
ments are projects we will have to under- 


take in the next decade in any event. The 
plan ties them all together and indicates 
where each element should go. It may never 
be realized in its entirety. It will undoubt- 
edly be amended and modified as time 
elapses and situations change. It is a goal 
rather than a blueprint. But it is an attain- 
able goal. 


The plan now goes to the city council. 


They bought and paid for it. The planners' 
work is done; now it's time for community 
action. The first requirement to be suc- 
cessful is all-out support from the down- 
town business community. Once that is 
achieved the council can proceed to adopt 
or amend or both. And then specific proj- 
ects can be put in the works, the rebuild- 
ing of College Avenue as a prime example. 


Downtown areas of cities either modern- 


ize or they strangle and die. We are seeing 
some dramatic results of downtown revital- 
ization in several Wisconsin cities today. 
Milwaukee is an outstanding example. 
Green Bay is now on the move. And let's 
not forget that Appleton is in competition 
with Green Bay and Milwaukee for retail 
business today. Now it's our time to get 
going. 


New Discrimination in the Immigration Bill 


The inconsistencies among some of our 


"diplomats" is nowhere better indicated 
than in the Administration's 
cross-eyed 


look at the new immigration bill which has 
passed the House of Representatives and is 
awaiting action by the Senate. 


The bill would replace the old Walter- 


McCarran immigration law in which quotas 
from each country were determined by a 
"national origins" formula based upon the 
percentage of our population from each 
nation 
about 
fifty 
years 
ago. 
This 


discriminated seriously against Asiatics, 
Africans. Southern and Eastern Europeans 
while the quotas from Western Europe 
were seldom if ever filled in recent years. 
There was also little 
opportunity for 


immigration authorities to choose potential 
immigrants according to the needs in this 
country or for close relatives of those 
already living here to be given preference. 
The proposed new law would have an 
overall quota of 170,000 exclusive of close 
relatives, give preference to those in lines 
of work needed in this country and permit 
close relatives to come in without a quota. 
The Western European nations would be 
limited to 20.000 per year. 


We have vigorously supported these 


aspects of the bill. But now it turns out 
that 
the 
peoples 
of 
the 
Western 


Hemisphere are to continue to be exempt 
from 
immigration quotas. 
If 
a major 


purpose of the bill is to do away with

No Garden of Eden 


Since the expulsion of Singapore from 


the Malaysian Federation, pressures have
